The time of preparation for the active work of service for others may extend over 
from two to five or six years, depending upon the type of work for which the candidate 
seems to have a calling, her native ability, and her previous preparation. At present 
there are in the Duluth Motherhouse sixty-one in various stages of preparation for the 
life of the professed Benedictine Sister 

The Duluth house has, in addition to its numerous foundations in the Diocese of 
Duluth, two foundations in the Archdioceseof St. Paul and two additional foundations 
will be made in other dioceses with the opening of the scholastic year.
